Response to Arguments 



1 . In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant 
relies (i.e., "i s ' t 2 nd buttons being a single unit". Examiner respectfully disagrees in 
Kivela's reference the unit 32 comprising up and down buttons in the same unit 
therefor it is being a single unit. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 



States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 
3. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 

Kivela et al. (6,052,070). 

Regarding claim 1, Kivela et al. disclose method for forming a character 

comprising pressing at least one of said first and second buttons for scrolling and 

searching characters appearing on display means in either one of a forward 

direction and backward (see fig. 3, elements 32, 41, and it description); and 

shifting at least one of said first and second buttons for selecting a desired 
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character and fixing said desired character wherein said first and second buttons 
are single unit (see fig.3, elements 32, col.1, lines 38-40, and its description) 

Regarding claims 2-5, 8-12, Kivela et al. further disclose scrolling, by 
pressing at least one of said first and second buttons, the characters appearing 
on said display means in the forward direction or the backward direction, and 
fixing, by shifting at least one of said first and second buttons, an input of a 
character selected (see fig. 2-4, elements 32, 41 and its description). 

Regarding claims 6 and 13, Kivela et al. further disclose terminal unit 
comprises a handy phone (see fig.1 and its description). 

Regarding claim 7, Kivela et al. disclose method for forming a character 
comprising: display means (see fig.3 element 41); a first store section storing 
character sequences (see fig.3, element 41 and its description); inputting means 
including at least one of a first and a second button capable of being pressed or 
shifted independently toward and away from each other, the first and second 
buttons being a single unit (see fig.3, elements 32, col.1 , lines 38-40, and its 
description); and control means for controlling, when pressing at least one of said 
first and second buttons , a scroll of characters appearing on said display means 
in either one of vertical and a horizontal direction and in either one of a forward 
direction and a backward direction (see fig.3, elements 33, 34, 35, 41 and its 
description); wherein said control means scrolls, when at least one of said first 
and second buttons is pressed, the characters in the forward direction or 
backward direction to thereby search said characters, and selects, when at least 
one of said first and second buttons is shifted, a desired character and fixes said 
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desired character to thereby input said desired character, said desired being 
written to said first store section (see fig.2-3, elements 33, 34, 35, 41 , col.5, lines 
6-31 and its description).
